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\Note. This document is a copy of a letter sent by Tipu Sultan to Lord 
Cornwallis. According to a note on it by G. F. Cherry , it was made on I3th 
December 1793. The date of writing is not given , but from a remark in the 
body of the letter , it appears that it was written shortly before Lord Cornwallis 
sailed for England on 10th October 1793. 

In this letter Tipu Sultan complains to Lord Cornwallis that as the boundary 
of his kingdom is in open land while that of Coorg is in a jungle , the people of 
Coorg cross over to his territory at night and plunder and fall his subjects in 
the villages on the border. He then enters into a long explanation regarding 
the disputed question of the revenue of Kashanpur Taluka, a portion oj which 
had been ceded to the East India Company by the Treaty of Seringhapatam. 
He further requests Lord Cornwallis to issue instructions to his officers to allow 
his sons to return to him , as soon as the Nizam and the Peshwa receive the 
last instalment of the indemnity payable to them according to the terms of the 
Treaty of Seringhapatam.

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INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 


The Persian Daftar in the Alienation Office, Poona, includes, among 
other documents, about 2,600 news-letters received, some by the Pcshvvas 
and others by the British Resident at Poona, from news-writers at the 
courts of other Indian princes. The earliest documents in this Daftar 
are letters written about 1700 A.D. by the order of Aurangzeb to his 
Governors. Next in point of time are the letters giving news of the 
court of Muhammad Shah and Ahmad Shah which contain detailed 
information regarding the movements of the Mogul armies against 
Ahmad Shah Abdali. The remaining documents mainly deal with the 
period from 1810 to 1823, though there are several of earlier dates. 
These documents contain useful information regarding the court and 
private life of the princes, their political relations, their military operations, 
the movements of the Pindari hordes and their depredations, and the 
social and economic conditions of the people. 

In the following selections, I have given the full text of 3 letters written 
by order of Aurangzeb, one each of Tipu Sultan, Ghulam ‘Ali Khan and 
‘Ali Raza Khan, MiriAlam Bahadur, Andrew Price, and of a news-letter 
giving a graphic description of the deposition of Shah‘Alam LI by Ghulam 
Qadir Khan and Mirza Ismail Beg. The rest of the selections are extrates 
from the news-letters relating to the military operations of one prince 
against others or against the Pindaris. To give an idea of the nature 
of the economic information contained in these letters, I have also made 
a few extracts relating to the rates of food-stuffs prevailing in the first 
quarter of the 19th century at important places like Delhi, Ujjain and 
Kotah. I hese selections are intended only to give an idea of the nature 
of the contents of the documents in the Persian Daftar to scholars 
interested in their study, and it is hoped that when more funds 
arc available it .ill be possible to publish them in extenso . 
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
